Messrs.  J.  Keathcoat  and  its  subsidiaries  are  the  chief  source 
of  employment. 

The  Globe  Elastic  Thread  Company,  on  the  new  industrial  estate 
at  Boll  am  Road,  manufactures  elastic  thread,  and  is  also 
associated  with  Messrs.  J.  Keathcoat  &  Co. 

Messrs.  Starkey  Knight  ari  Ford,  now  taken  over  by  Messrs. 
Whitbread,  have  built  large  extensions  at  Howden  Industrial 
Estate. 

Fenton's  Manufacturing  Company  have  moved  to  large  new 
premises  at  Bolham  Road  Industrial  Estate,  and  continue  to 
manufacture  toilet  requisites. 

Poultry  and  egg  packing  aro  two  smaller  industries  in  the  borough.

1.  Nursing  in  the  Hone.  No  change- 

*  2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery.  ¥e  have  2  district  nidwives.  We  are  fortunate 
in  having  a  M.R.C.0.G-.  resident  in  the  town  ?/ho  can  be  called  upon  in 
difficult  cases. 

3»  Laboratory  Fa,cillties.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  a  new  building 
recently  completed  in  Church  Lane,!!  v/itrae,  Exeter. 

4°  Health  Education,  Smoking  and  Venereal  Disease.  Progress  is  being  made  in 
discouraging  smoking  among  thegcneral  public.  No  action  is  taken  on  V.D.  - 
incidence  is  very  low,  and  from  outside  sources. 

5.  Chiropody  Service.  During  the  year  this  has  been  greatly  extended  and 
is  mentioned  in  another  section.  There  is  a  special  service  for  the  aged 
at  Amory  House. 

6.  Hospital  Services,  These  have  proved  adequate  throughout  the  year,  but  the 
District  and  Post  Hill  hospitals  tend  to  be  cluttered  up  with  aged  patients 

who  do  not  really  require  hospital  treatment  but  are  not  fit  to  live  by 
themselves.  The  result  is  that  they  remain  in  hospital,  having  nowhere  else 
to  go.  The  Belmont  Hospital  is  chronically  full,  and  vacancies  normally 
occur  as  a  result  of  deaths.  Maternity  accommodation  appears  to  be  reasonably 
satisfactory,  thanks  to  the  short  stay  scheme.  Infectious  oases  are  sent  to 
the  “Whiptcn  Isolation  Hsspital,  where  accommodation  is  always  adequate. '  A 
lift  has  at  long  last  been  installed  at  the  Belmont  Hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  -at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  twice  monthly 
on  alternated  Thursdays,  with  Doctor  G-.E.  Adkins. 
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An  eye  specialist  clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital 
on  the  1st  and  3nd.  Wednesdays  with  Dr.  Schwerdt  in  attendance. 

7.  Liaison  Arrangements.  Our  local  hospitals  are  largely  staffed  by 
general  practitioners,  which  constitutes  an  advantage  as  regards 
liaison.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS 

Fluoridation.  The  natural  content  of  the  borough  water  supply  is  extremely  low  and 
no  provision  has  yet  been  made  to  add  fluoride  artificially. 


Sewage  Disposal.  The  comparatively  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  recent  years  has 
caused  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  to  become  overloaded.  New  sewage 
disposal  works  are  now  under  construction  and  there  are  contracts  for  the  relaying 
of  the  remainder  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  work  on  which 
has  commenced 3

Water  Supply 


The  Town’s  Y/ater  supply,  which  is  controlled  by  the 
North  Devon  'Water  Board,  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  except  for 
the  small  Warnicombe  supply,  and  has  been  adequate  in  quantity. 

The  Allers  public  main  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the 
springs  rising  at  Norwood  Common  and  supplemented  by  pumping  at  Bolham  from 
the  River  Exe,  and  the  water  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  main  part 
of  the  town  is  supplied  from  this  source,  Routine  monthly  check  samples  have 
shown  the  water  at  all  times  to  be  consistently  satisfactory  in  quality. 

In  the  case  of  the  Warnicombe  supply,  the  water  is  obtained  from 
an  adit  driven  into  the  North  East  slope  of  Newte’s  Hill.  The  raw  water 
varies  in  quality,  and  chlorination  has  not  been  altogether  successful.  There 
is  no  filtration.  Out  of  the  total  of  15  samples  in  the  year,  5  were  not 
satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  the  Bampton/Cove  supply,  a^.1  10  samples  taken  during 
the  year  proved  satisfactory.  The  Butterleigh/Bickleigh  supply  and  the  new 
Bickham  Moor  supply  are  both  chlorinated  only,  and  the  examination  of  10  samples 
■from  each  supply  showed  the  quality  to  be  consistently  satisfactory. 

Raw  wa-ter  is  sampled  by  the  Water  Board,  and  samples  for  chemical  analysis  are 
not  taken  by  the  Council,  fluoridation  is  not  carried  out. 

The  Council  owns  and  runs  a  swimming  bath.  The  bath  is  an  open  one,  and  is  in 
use  only  during  the  summer.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  public  main  supply, 
and  a  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  keeps  the  water  in  a  highly  satisfactory 
condition.  Examination  of  4  samples  taken  ihrough  the  summer  months  showed  the 
quality  a-s  consistently  high,  all  samples  being  satisfactory. 

The  population  of  Tiverton  Borough  has  risen  to  14,030  and  occupies  4>595 
dwelling  houses,  including  agricultural  premises.  Of  these,  4*505  housing 
approximately  13515  persons  arc  supplied  from  public  mains,  direct  to  the  houses 
A  further  30  houses,  housing  approximately  90  persons  are  supplied  from  public 
mains  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 

The  reaminder  of  60  houses  have  their  own  private  supply.

Three  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  using  Sodium  Fluoracetamide 
on  the  small  section  of  the  sewerage  system  which  revealed  limited  infestation 

Fenn  traps  were  permanently  maintained  on  17  premises  where  it  was 
intended  that  the  positioning  of  traps  would  intercept  rats  on  possible 
routes  into  the  town  from  the  adjoining  countryside.  There  are  14  concerns 
in  the  town  which  have  contracts  with  the  Council  for  the  destruction  of 
rodents.  Visits  to  tb.,50  premises  vary  in  regularity  from  daily  to  once 
every  six  weeks  according  to  need. 

9  treatments  of  the  Ashley  Refuse  Tip  were  carried  out.  58  bodies 
were  recovered,  and  the  totaj.  estimated  kill  amounted  to  820. 

Mr.  Tucker,  the  Council’s  rodent  operator  continued  his  valuable 
work  in  a  quiet  and  effecient  manner. 


CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

There  are  three  sites  in  Tiverton  Borough  licensed  for  caravans. 
Accommodation  at  the  permanent  residential  site  at  "Underhill"  Bolham  Road 
is  licensed  for  35  caravans,  and  the  holiday  site  at  "The  Orchard"  Cove 
is  licensed  for  12  caravans.  The  third  site  at  Riverside,  Bolham 
is  licensed  for  a  single  caravan  only.

niPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

In  the  case  of  Improvement  Grant  applications,  houses  are 
inspected  and  advice  given  on  the  reconstruction,  alternations  or 
improvements . 

During  the  year  19  applications  were  received  for  standard 
grants  for  premises  and  2 Lr  Council  properties,  approval  being  given  in 
all  cases.  Improvement  worlo  was  completed  in  the  case  of  22  premises 
during  the  year,  and  Completion  Certificates  were  issued. 

Applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  in  respect 
of  A  dwellings  in  the  year, and  in  all  cases  the  Council  agreed  to  a 
1+Ofo  grant  of  the  cost  of  approved  works.  5Q^  in  future.  Completion 
Certificates  were  issued  for  the  improvement  work  at  3  properties. 

Since  grants  were  first  available  for  the  improvement  of 
houses,  this  Council  lias  approved  financial  assistance  for  271  houses 
improved  by  way  of  Standard  Grant  .and  125  improved  by  means  of 
Discretionary  Grant
